AWARDS AT CIVIC 
GUARDS’ FIXTURE

The annual Civic Guard police dog cham- 
fp we which were held at headquarters, 

ilmainham, Dublin, last Saturday, in- 
cluded, for the first time, an open competi- 
tion. The authorities wish, by this innova- 
tion, to interest the ordinary og breeder in 
the country in training his baine for police 
work. In future years there will, it is hoped, 
be groups of dogs trained in police work in 
all parts of the country. 

Saturday’s competitions were more in the 
nature of an experiment than anything else, 
but next year it is hoped to organise a 
bigger event at the Dépét, Phenix Park, 
Dublin. Major-General W. R. E. Murphy, 
Deputy Commissioner, presented the prires 
on Saturday in the unavoidable absence of 
the Chief Commissioner, Colonel E. Broy. 

The Committee, he said, wished to acknow- 
ledge its indebtedness to the German 
Shepherd Dog Club of Ireland, which had 
co-operated in the arranging of the first open 
dog championships. The Hon. Secretary, 
Lieut. T. Costello, and Mr. J. Smyth, of the 
Executive Committee of the club, had been 
of great assistance to them. 

All the dogs entered showed remarkable in- 
telligence in their tests. They tracked pegs of 
wood which had been driven into the ground 
in different parts of the field, scented out 
their masters’ handkerchiefs from a collection 
of about half-a-dozen, barked to order, and 
came to heel with almost mechanical pre- 
cision. Their instincts were strained beyond 
endurance point, however; when they were 
asked to refuse a juicy piece of steak when 
it was held about an inch before their noses. 
This was really too much to expect of even 
a well-trained dog. 

Although the entry was small, the cham- 
pionships were extremely interesting to 
watch, and should attract a large gathering 
to the Dépót next year. 

The results were as follows :— 

Garda Police Dog Championship (Con- 
fined)—1 (Spratt Cup and replica, presented 
by Messrs. Spratt’s (Ireland), Ltd.), won by 
Guard C. G. Seavers, Westport, with 
Grainne; 2, silver medal, won by Sergeant

THE DUBLIN SLUMS. 

My Jorp Mayor,—Although, no doubt, 
the Dublin Corporation has been active about 
solving the complex and complicated problem 
of the slums, I write to ask you to arrange 
for publication at an rarly date of full 
information as to the action taken by this 
body to terminate the appalling state of the 
slums im Dublin, which are a positive disgrace 
to the Irish Free State. 

As I understand that the Dublin Cor- 
poration obtained large loans for the purpose 
of dealing with these slums, the public, 
including non-subscribers as well as sub- 
seribers to those loans, who are alive to the 
magnitude of the scandal about these slums, 
i be officially informed, and soon, as 

(1) The amount of money subscribed to 
those loans, and how it has been dealt with. 

(2) The situation and desc~iption, together 
with illustrations of the fronts, of the new 
buildings to replace the slums, 

(5) Whether or no the existing slum build- 
ings will be pulled down before they will be 
inhabited by new tenants, and, if they are 
to be pulled down soon after they have been 
vacated, the description of buildings that are 
to be erected on those sites, Tllustrations of 
the fronts of such new buildings would be 
interesting to the public. 

(4) The basis on which compensation, if 
any, is to be paid to the owners of the slum 
buildings, which, presumably, are to be 
pulled down, some of which are said to be 
unfit for human habitation. 

(5) Whether or. no, all the persons .now 
existing in the slums, their clothes, bedding, 
all their furniture and all their effects which 
could harbour vermin will be thoroughly 
disinfected before they are moved intc new 
buildings, in order to’ ensure ‘that the new 
homes for the poor will be free from scabies 
and the other. numerous kinds. of vermin 
which torment human beings who exist in 
slums. 

I desire to express the. view that . the 
problem of the Dublin slums should be dealt 
with as one complete problem, and that, ‘if 
a commercial undertaking is to be permitted 
to help in dealing with it, there should be 
strict national control for it. 

I would be obliged if you would send a 
copy of your reply to this letter to the Press, 
so that there will not be any delay: in 
notifying the countless number of citizens of 
the Irish Free State who are so desirous that 
the slum problem will be solved. properly and 
as expeditiously as the complex and com- 
plicated nature of it will permit, of your 
reply to this letter.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Srr,—On the 23rd October thirty-four years 
ago at an international conference in Berlin 
the double-barred scarlet cross that was the 
emblem of the Crusaders centuries ago was 
adopted as a symbol to be used by bodies 
fighting the terrible scourge of tuberculosis. 
As this disease kills 100 people a day in this 
country—amore than are killed in road acci- 
dents--woetld you be so good as to allow 
me to draw the attention of your readers to 
this anniversary? 
Tuberculosis is not, as many people believe, 
an incurable or an “hereditary disease, and 
the sooner people Trealise this the sooner we 
shall stamp out what has been called “the 
white man’s scourge.” The more forcefully, 
therefore, we can impress the symbol] of the 
double-barred cross on the minds of every- 
one, the nearer we shall be to complete 
victory in this modern crusade. 
One very prominent way in which the 
double-barred cross is at present being used 
is to decorate little ‘stamps. bearing the 
season’s greetings, and known as Christmas 
Seals, for affixing to Christmas letters and 
parcels, Thig-tThovement is sponsored by 
the National ‘Association for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis, and the apniversary I have 
mentioned above has been chosen as the date 
for inaugurating the annual sale of these 
seals.

By buying them and using tlle on all 
Christmas letters and parcels people will be 
placing many future. happ hristmases 
within the reaeh of thousands, particularly 
children, who are especially susceptible to

John F. Larchet, Mus.Doc., (Dub.), 
F.,R.1.A.M., began his musical studies 
at the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 


where he studied under the famous Doctor 
Kitson, whom he succeeded later as Senior 
Professor of the Academy. He matriculated 
in Trinity College; Dublin, in 1915, and 
obtained his Doctorate from the University 
of Dublin two years later. Strangely enough,

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FATE OF BLACKCASTLE 
HATCHERY

The Blackcastle salmon hatchery on the 
Boyne is to be kept in operation for the 
coming spawning season, but after that its 
fate appears to depend on what steps the 
Department of Fisheries will take towards its 
maintenance. This was the statement of Mr. 
B. Fitzherbert, of Blackcastle, who is now 
the owner of the hatchery, having. taken it 
over from the Fisheries Department. 

That the future of the hatchery is a matter 
of very considerable importance to the area is 
evident from the discussions which have 
taken place in the last few weeks at meetings 
of local Boards and other bodies. The 
Drogheda Corporation and the Boyne Fishery 
Conservators have passed resolutions asking 
the Minister (Dr. Ryan) to contribute the 
small amount necessary to keep the hatchery 
in being, but his reply to a deputation was 
that there was no money available for this 

urpose in the present financial year. Mr. 
Fritzherbert, with the co-operation of another 
local gentleman, has undertaken to bear the 
expense in the meantime, in the hope that in 
the coming year the Department may take a 
more liberal view, or, alternatively, that 
under the coming Fisheries Bill something 
may be done to enable it to be continued in 
an efficient way 

Actually the sum needed for the purpose is 
not more than £100 per year. But what it 
means to the large number of people who 
are dependent on the salmon fisheries of the 
Boyne is something much more serious, since 
it 1s likely to affect the entire livelihood of 
‘about 300 families. 

‘The late Government in 1925 took a lease 
of the hatchery and spent about £1,000 in 
fea | in the necessary machinery for 
scientific purposes. — When the lease 
expired in July last the present Government, 
it is alleged, abandoned it. In order to keep 
it going Mr. Fitzherbert took it over. The 
importance of the hatchery is further realised 
when it is remembered that each year it 
released over a million fry into the Boyne, 
thus maintaining the stock of fish in the 
river, and in that way maintaining its attrac- 
tion for anglers and others interested in the 
fishing.

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Ranking the Racing Riders 


An Analysis of International Motor-Cycle Speed | 


S OME years ago we got a lot of amuse- 

ment out of ranking our motor cycle 
racers in the same way as the tennis 
players are ranked. But, whereas there 
used to be scores to choose from, this year 
the difficulty is to find a dozen who have 
done anything worthy of note. 

Anyway, here is my dozen, and I expect 
that there will be almost universal dis- 
agreement :—

_ Stanley Woods, of course, is the greatest 
rider in the world, and, therefore, better 
than Guthrie ; but we must pay some atten- 
tion to results. : 

_ Look at it this way. If in the principal 
international races—including the three 
Irish events—you give three points for a 
win, two for a second place, and one for a 
third, you discover that the leading 
riders and their points are :— rey 
Guthrie, 18; Frith, 15; Mellors, 12: 
White, 11; Geiss, 10; Winkler (71), 9; and 
Wood (“ Ginger,’’ not Stanley), 8. I put 
a question mark after Winkler, because I 
am not sure whether there are one or two 
Winklers ; if there are two, Wood moves 


up a place. 


Matter of Machines 


O base our selections upon results only 
would, however, be unfair; for 
machines matter so much. Measured 
upon the same system of awarding points, 
Nortons would have 55, D.K.W.s 25, Velo. 
cettes 24, Excelsiors 13, New Imperials 12, 
Rudges and Husqvarnas 9 each. 
Naturally, the Norton racing supremacy 


gives their riders a decided disadvantage. ' 


In most races a mediocre man on a Norton 
would beat a first-class man on a slower 
machine. 

In the 500 e.c. class Norton machines 
and Guthrie are so far ahead that no one 
else matters. 

In the 350 c.c. class Mellors did slightly 
better than Frith, with White a good 
third. Velocettes were only slightly less 
successful than Nortons. 

In the 250 c.c. class Geiss and Winkler 
(question mark once sgain) were best, 
with Tyrell Smith third, Wood and Foster 
equal in fourth place. Here there was 
rather less between the riders. D.K.W.’s 
were most successful machines, being 
comfortably ahead of Excelsiors and New 
Imperials. 


Reasons 


E Kaew paragraph explains the inclusion 
of the majority of my dozen. Stanley 
Woods -needs no explanation. Thomas 
deserves inclusion for his great ride in 
the Ulster Grand Prix, Ley for his victo 
in the Swedish Grand Prix, and Steinbac 
as about the next best of the Germans, 
though Miller also is clever and, 
Sunnqvist, the Swedish rider, may be just 
as worthy of a place.

In the 350 c.c. class the race nearest 
to Ulster was the French Grand Prix, 
and in the 250 c.c. class the Dutch T.T. 


was nearest. These winning speeds (miles —

The races are getting closer in the 
general level of their speeds, but there 
are a few more miles per hour still in 
the Clady course.

Soon there will 
be a lap at 100 m.p.h, in Ulster, and 
the winning speed, even sooner, perhaps, 
will go up to 95 m.p.h.

TATISTICS on workmen’s compensation 

S in the Free State in the year 1934, 

which have just been published, provide 

a series of interesting facts regarding (1) the 

Workmen’s Compensation and Employers 

Liability Acts and (2) compensation paid In 
certain industries. 

Figures given indicate that in the case of 
workmen’s compensation the parties are more 
inchned to come to an agreement among 
themselves than to submit the cases to Court 
for arbitration.

nensation in the Saorstat and in Great Britain 

s pointed out that prior to the coming into 
operation on Ist Augnst, 1834, of the 
Saorstat 1934 Act there were marked differ- 
ences in the scope of workmen's compensa- 
tion legislation in the two countries. . Under 
sritish Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1923, the limiting salary of non-manual! 
workers eligible for benefits of compensation 
was increased from £250 to £350 per annum, 
the scale of compensation was increased, and 
the classes to which the Act was applicable 
were extended. Corresponding extensions 
were not applicable in the Saorstat until the 
Workmen's Compensation Act, 1934, became 
effective. 


RATES OF COMPENSATION 


Statistics as to compensation paid are 
limited to six classes, which include industries 
o which the Factory Acts apply; working of 
trams and railways, harbours and docks, 
mining. and quarrying, constructional work 
and building, and shipping. 

Since 1926, when separate statistics for the 
Saorstat became available, the average com- 
pensation paid per case in the six industries

. together was lower for Great Britain than for 


the Saorstat—in 1934 the average amount paid: 
in Great Britain was £14 6s. compared with 
£20 2s. A higher rate of compensation per 
case was paid in Great Britain in respect of 
fatal accidents—in 1934 it was £296 6s., com- 
pared with £193 12s., but for non-fatal 
accidents the average rate was higher in the 
Saorstat (£19 3s.) than in Great Britain (£1) 
19s.), The numbers of cases of compensation 
for industrial diseases were comparatively in- 
sicnificant compared -with-accrdent cases. 
Disablement eases in respect of accidents 
showed an increase. compared with previous 
vears, In 1934 the amount paid in com- 
nensation was £94825, compared with 
£91.438 in 1933 and £84,183 in 1952, There 
was no case of death through industrial 
disease in 1934 or 1972, bunt there was one 
such care in 1953. Disablement cases in re- 
spect of industriait diseases were few. num 
bering only 9 in 1934, for which £726 was 
naid in compensation. 
Takine inte consideration all cases arising 
from both accidents and industrial diseases, 
there were 4,989 ‘cazes with compensation 
amounting to £100,391 in 1934, compared 
with 4,113 eases (compensation £97,249) in 
1955. and’ 2,814 cases (compensation £90,774) 
Nearly half the number of cases in 
1934 were in factories, (Constructional work 
and building claimed over a quarter of the 
aggregate, while railways and tramways, 
ouarries and imines and. harbours. docks, 
eic., accounted for most of the remainder.

SEQUEL TO TRIPARTITE 


AGREEMENT 


From Revrer’s Corresronpent. 
PARIS, Sunday. 
sg for a gradual sweeping away of 


trade restrictions and high Customs 
tariffs should immediately follow the 
tripartite monetary agreement of Great 
Britain, the United States and France. 
This is the theme of a declaration issued 
to-day by the Council of the International 
Chamber of Commerce which met here 
towards the end of last week. The British 
delegates were Sir Alan Anderson, Sir 
Geoffrey Clarke, Mr. Guy  Locock, 
Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. R. M. P. 
Preston and Mr..Owen Jones. 
A thirteen-point plan to make use of the 
present opportunity is put forward by the 
Council; the . two main’ recommendations

» (1). Conclusion. .of — multilateral 
agreements, Open to all-cOmers, stimu- 
lating international trade. 

(2) Pending the development of a 
situation favourable to such negotia- 
tions, the sconclusion of bilateral 
‘treaties consciously used as an instru- 
ment for the demolition of trade 
barriers. 


THE TIME IS RIPE 


After expressing satisfaction with the 
British-American-French exchange agree- 
ment, the Council says: : 

““ Not only is the time now ripe for a 
progressive abolition of numerous so-called 
emergency trade restrictions and increased 
Customs tariffs imposed during the depres- 
sion; but failure to carry through con- 
certed action for this purpose will 
undermine the exchange stability aimed at 
by the signatories of the tripartite mone- 
tary agreement, and will, as a further con- 
sequence, create the serious risk of a new 
series of currency depreciations and an 
intensification of economic warfare, and 
thus create a grave menace to the mainten- 
ance of peace.’’ 

The Council then outlines its plan for 
improvement of political and economic re- 
lations through multilateral and bilateral 
agreements among the nations. After the 
first two points mentioned the other 
clauses are: 

(3) The deliberate inclusion in all such 
treaties of the most-favoured-nation clause 
as a means to realise that purpose. 

(4) The general use of the most-favoured- 
nation clause in its unconditional form, 
with a possible exception in the case of 
countries which, even after the restoration 
of more orderly currency conditions, would 
continue to practise discriminatory quotas 
or foreign exchange regulations. 


INTERNATIONAL CENTRE 


(5). The establishment of an international 
centre which shall compile indices for 
measuring the comparative incidence of 
protection in the various countries in order 
to encourage the reduction of excessive 
barriers to trade. 

(6) The abolition, preferably by multi- 
lateral agreement, of import quotas as 
soon as the way to a definite recovery of 
world trade has been paved by appropriate 
monetary and. other measures. 3 

(7) An acceleration of this process by the 
substitution of ‘tariff’? quotas for 
“import” quotas during a _ transitory 
period. 

(8) An orientation of commercial policy 
towards a limitation of the use of import 
quotas to purposes of temporary ex- 
pediency, thus facilitating the establish- 
ment of a time-limit for their removal. 

(9) The applicatice: to the quota system 
of a ‘‘fair play code’’ as laid down by 
the International Chamber of Commerce. 

(10) T e conclusion of regional and 


-restrictea ‘collective pacts as Jong as the 


purpose and results thereof are the increase 
of trade and the appeasement of nations. 


A JOINT DECLARATION 


(12) A joint declaration on monetary 
policy by the leading world Powers cover- 
ing the following points :— 

The avoidance of currency deprecia- 
tion as an instrument of international 
trade competition ; 

The preservation and extension of 
the stability of rates, if once adjusted 
to the necessities of the situation of 
each particular country ; i 

The elimination of seasonal varia- 
tions in the value of currencies; 

Recognition of the desirability for 
a transition to a more permanent 
régime without undue delay. 

(13) The progressive ‘abolition of ex- 
change and clearing régimes in the 
measure that it has been possible to solve 
the problems of international indebtedness, 
to resume international lending, and to 
restrain uncontrolled flights of capital— 
¢.g., by stand still agreements.

Schreider, Chancellor to the Swiss Consul- 
General; Herr 0. Miitler-Dubrow, President, 
German Society, Dublin; Herr Rave, German 
Football Association ; Colonel Fritz Brase, Dr.

Football Association; Herr Drexler, pilot of 
the German aeroplane; Herr Hakm, agent, 
German Airways; Dr. Stumpf, Mr. J.

The 
greatest difference between German and Free 
State football was that in Germany the 
association was part of the sporting federa- 
tion, whick is controlled by the Minister for 
Sport. f they in the Free State had a 
Minister for Sport they would be able to 
show th. world what.thev could do. 


REAL SPORTSMANSHIP 


Dr. Erbach, responding, said they had 
looked forward with eagerness to their visit 
to lreland—to the green island. They had 
been full of Lopes and they had not been 
disappointed. heir weleosme and reception 
had been so hearty that they thought they 
had been at home. It had been a great 
honour for them to be received by the 
President of the State, and they also 
appreciated the distinction of being received 
by the Lord Mayor and the German Ambas- 
sador. On this occasion the Irish team had

Dr. P. J. Bauwens, member of the Ger- 
man Association, referred in sympathetic 
terms to the death of Sir O. Grattan 
Esmonde, the late president of the Associa- 
tion, and of the secretary, Mr. John Ryder, 
and asked them to stand to the memory of 
those two excellent. sportsmen. 


MINISTER WELCOMED 


Mr. M. J. Kenny, proposing the toast of 
“ The Guesis,’’ with which he coupled the 
names of the Minister for Finance, the Ger- 
man Chargé d’Affatres and the Lord Mayor, 
said that they had with them for the first 
time a member of the Executive Council of 
the Irish Free State in the person of Mr. 
Sean MacEntee, representatives of their 
Parliament, and the Diplomatic Service was 
strongly represented. The arts were repre- 
sented by Colonel Fritz Brasé, and, of course, 
they could not do without the Lord Mayor. 
Their game was international and world-wide. 
In every country they had visited they had 
been received by. members oí. 4he State, and 
they were indebted to Mr. MacEntee for 
paying so high a compliment to the German 
Association. The American Minister was, 
unfortunately. ill and had sent his apologies. 

Mr. McEntee, the Lord Mayor and the 
German Charge d’ Affaires responded. 

Mr. McEntee said it had been a very great 
pleasure to him to be one of the guests on 
an occasion when they were gathered there 
to honour ‘their visitors. Jt was not only a 
pleasure; it was a privilege. 

Mr. McEntee allud to the present 
position in Irish Association Football. He 
recalled the days when they had unity in 
football, and hoped that the day would not 
be long delayed now until that hope would 
be fulfilled, and that once again Irishmen in 
the field would be playing a common game 
in the common name of Ireland. (Applause.) 

Mr. Myles Murphy, Hon. Secretary of the 
Free State Football Association, replying to 
the toast of his association, said that they 
had the greatest respect for the countries 
that had brought football to the condition 
m which it was to-day—for England, Scot- 
land and Wales. They were the countries 
who had made the laws and kept them, and 
it was a great tribute to those countries that 
the Federation of International Football 
Associations had been able to do the 
tremendous work that it had accomplished. 
That international body was friendly to 
them, and Germany was also their friend, 
and standing by them in their movement, 
because they knew that they of the Foot- 
ball Association, Irish Free State, were in 
the right.

SCOTS CHURCH 


ANNIVERSARY SERVICES 
a a 


The Rev. C. Vincent Williams was the 
anniversary preacher at the Scots Church, 
Dublin, yesterday. His text at the Morning 
Service was: ‘‘ Beloved, let us love one 
another; for love is of God; and every one that 
loveth is born of God, and knoweth God” 
(John IV., 7). Mr. Williams’s central idea was 
the love of God. It is a command that God 
lays on each of His disciples. No individual 
ig outside of that great ambition, We are to 
love God—that is the Christian teaching. 
‘Impossible,’ say many. ‘‘It cannot be 
dene in the world in which we live. In 
another and better age, maybe, but not to- 
day.” But they who so speak are, however, 
unconsciously guilty of most blatant atheism. 
For see what their assertion implies: “ He 
has commanded it, and He knows it is im- 
possible. God does not understand. He is 
not omniscient, not perfect.’ 

You cannot have it both ways. It is 
either one thing or the other. If what He 
says is true, you must seek to do what He 
says. We must think this out. What do 
you mean by the love of God’? There was no 
word in any language—not even in the 
Greek language—that answered to the 
Christian meaning of love. The Christian 
had to invent a new word to describe the 
love of God. The usual Greek word for love 
designated the love of physical passion. 
Plato, one of the greatest thinkers of all 
time, no doubt, conceived love on a much 
higher level; as the soul’s desire to rise above 
the sense of time and space into the region 
of eternal beauty and truth. That was a 
great conception, yet it falls far short of the 
Christian meaning. 

The ordinary idea of love, which is still 
general to-day, consists in the desire of 
possessing. It depends on the way in which: 
people treat you. When their love changes 
to you, then your love ceases. But the love 
that is taught in the New Testament can 
only be described as a kind of release 
of the personal. Jt is not dependent 
on the worthiness of the person to whom it 
goes out. It is loving kindness. The love 
of God does not depend on any virtue in 
the person loved. That is the love with 
which God loves us. 


WHAT IS POSSIBLE 


“ But how ean I love anyone to whom I 
am not attracted’ I cannot do it.” But 
you can at least do this: You can take up 
towards all men and women an attitude of 
goodwill. But before you can will people 
good you must know what good is—its 
nature, source, inspiration. You must un- 
derstand the conditions; you must under- 
stand the kind of people; you must have an 
insight into human personality. 

You cannot show people goodwill - until 
you understand the good—until von under- 
stand what is your true good. It is impos- 
sible to love your neighbour until you learn 
to love yourself. One great obstacle to this 
is that we do not see in our dealings with 
men that the very vices which we condemn 
in men—differént, it may be, in particular, 
but the same in essence—are in ourselves. 
That is what is wrong with the world to-day. 
Nation condemns nation. but each nation is 
not sufficiently alive to the weakness that is 
in itself. What English politician is willing 
to say openly: “ | made a mistake in assent- 
ing to the conditions of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles?’’ The love of God is not found in 
anything natural! it is supernatural. It 
comes as we live near to Him—as we feed 
upon the Bread of Life.

his country so cruelly distressed and so 
near to demoralisation that only radical 


candidate would sweep the country for the 
Republicans. Since then the pendulum 
has continued to oscillate; if, one week, 


election, the next week has reassured 
Governor Landon. The prophets at the 
moment are inclined to believe that the 
President will win, although his victory 
will be by a small margin. According 
to the principal ‘straw vote,” the 
Republicans are the favoured party; but 
the betting on Wall street is three to one 
on President Roosevelt. Where America 
doubts, another nation cannot venture to 
prophesy. The certainty is that no Presi- 
dential campaign since the War—not even 
the violent struggle between Messrs. 
Hoover and Smith—has provoked so much 
excitement, It is not surprising that the 
campaign has been marked by extreme 
vehemence and by not a little bitterness ; 
for the issues are large. In the past 
the difference between Republican and 
Democrat mattered little; so small was 
their divergence on high questions of 
policy that other countries failed entirely 
to see where the dividing line lay. Even 
to-day the distinction between the parties 
is anything but clearly cut; for, while 
many Democrats distrust President Roose- 
velt’s theories and practice, there are at 
least as many Republicans who, while 
retaining nominal allegiance to their old 
party, have the heartiest respect for him 
and his “ new deal.” Yet the fundamental 
fact is evident. For the first time in very 
many years the American people are being 
asked to choose between two sharply 
contrasted policies. They are voting either 
for conservatism, or for a complete break 
with the traditional concepts of American 
industry. 

President Roosevelt has brought many 
changes to the United States. He has 
delivered not, indeed, a mortal, but a 
heavy, blow at the autocracy of big 
business. He has introduced~ ideas of 
labour which, although old in Europe, are 
revolutionary in America. He has dared 
to spend money on the relief of distress— 
another European principle which before 
his time was anathema to all good 
Americans. Whether these several changes 
were part of a doctrine of politics, or 
were forced upon him by the terrible 
situation which he had to face three years 
ago, is a matter for question. He found 


remedies could be of the slightest avail. | 


The great industrialists lamented the 
“ depression,” but only because it 
threatened ruin to their dividends; they 
cared nothing for the millions of families 
which were faced with hunger and .cold 


}Was journeying by train. through the 
densely-populated slum districts of 
London, on the trail of some malefactor : 
he looked from the carriage window over 
the wilderness of dingy roofs and rubbed 
his hands. Watson asked what délighted 
him in so drab a prospect. Holmes 
pointed to the high towers of brick 
which represented schools: “ Lighthouses, 
Watson—beacons of the brighter, better 
future.” How far the schools of the 
nineties have made the citizens of the new 
century, the mature manhood of to-day in 
London, better and happier, no man can 
judge ; but what would the race be without 
them ? 
would enter the minds of tenement 
children if it were hot for the schools? 
Small hope of better things there was in 
the industrial cities of a hundred years 
ago, when children grew to knowledge as 
best they could. In the countryside, where 
the young folk have the light on the fields 
and the beauty of the changing foliage 
around them, the ugliness of many schools 
is offset and does no great injury; but in 
the towns the school means life to the 
sense of beauty, or death, according as it 
is conducted. We recalled the saying of 
Mr. Sherlock Holmes—or rather of that 
great-hearted Irishman, Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, who loved to insert in his romantic 
stories little morals of wholesome common- 
sense—when we saw photographs of two 
notable new schools which have been 
opened in Belfast. One is the Nettlefield 
School, the’ other the McQuiston School ; 
and both have been designed by an archi- 


tect of high genius, Mr. R. 8S. Wilshere, 
| F.R.I.B.A. These buildings are remark- 


able, at first view, as pieces of the best 
modern architecture, in which the maxi- 
mum of light is secure] by walls that are 
mere frames for windows in that aspect 
which enjoys the most sun, while a taste- 
ful arrangement of surfaces gives as 
graceful an effect as in the old, traditional 
brick-building of Holland. We learn 
from the Irish Builder and Engineer? that 
the interiors are bold in the use of colour. 
Class-rooms at Nettlefield are finished in 
varied shades of orange, green, pink or 
yellow, with painted presses; while 
strongly coloured columns adorn a hall, 
and the. ceiling of the assembly chamber 
is tinted in pink, grey and bronze. A 
quadrangle has airy cloisters along three 
sides. In fine, the children who will 
attend these schools, coming from homes 
in mean streets or amid mills and ware- 
houses, will spend several hours every day 
amid cheerful colours and fair proportions. 
Here is promise for the growing mind.

the number of telephone subscribers. The 
Post Office will be able to afford improve- 
ments in the system (for these improve- 
ments and contessions pay for themselves), 
and the additional links which are being 
made between Dublin and the provinci1!

Reactions in England

air armaments will be speeded up as much

The battle for Madrid continues with 
unabated violence. Advancing in the face 
of strong resistance from the Government 
troops the insurgents have captured 
several small villages.

After capturing the village of Olics del 
Rey, the insurgents continued their ad- 
vance along the main road to Madrid and 
captured Villaluenga, where an aviation 
camp fell into their hands. By nightfall 
they had almost reached the outskirts of 
Illescas, an advance of nearly seventeen 
miles during the day’s operations. 

Meanwhile, another column of troops 
had pushed out in an easterly direction in 
an attempt to cut the Madrid-Valencia 
Railway. After capturing the village of 
Mocejon, about two miles on, this force 
made further progress, and by dusk had 
captured Anover, from which place the 
Madrid-Valencia railway line is within 
range of its artillery. 

If this line is severed, Madrid's last 
railway communication with the outside 
world will have been lost, and only the 
main road to Valencia and the railway to 
Cuenca, capital of a _ neighbouring 
province, will remain.

Dr. Schusschnigg, who has long been 
known to be considering the restoration 
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ARCHDUKE OTTO. 


of the Archduke Otto to the throne, de- 
clared that the “ Fatherland Front,’’ the 
great Austrian patriotic organisation, had 
no place for people who insulted the former 
Imperial families (the Habsburgs). 
“That,” he added, “is a question of 
honour and good taste. A solution of the 
monarchist problem is a purely internal 
affair. There is ne place for any foreign 
interference. It is a question to be decided 
only by the people of Austria.’’ 

Monarchist propaganda on a large scale, 
and mass meetings throughout Austria, 


leaders as a swift “ follow up ” to Chan- 
cellor Schuschnigg’s surprise declaration 
in favour of the Habsburgs. 

Herr Schuschnigg declared that the 
Legitimist movement in Austria was legal 
and the restoration of the monarchy was 
possible. 


MONARCHIST VIEW 


“ A great step towards our ultimate 
aim has been made,”’ said Baron Wiesner, 
supreme leader of the Legitimist move- 
ment and representative of Archduke 
Otto in Austria, in a statement to Reuter 
to-night. 

“ In future no one will any longer be 
able to maintain that the question is 
‘not actual.’’’ The Chancellor’s declara- 
tion also destroys once and for all the 
legend that, at the conclusion of the 
Austro-German agreement, Herr Schusch- 
nigg had to promise Germany not to 
change Austria’s constitution. ‘‘ Demon- 
strations by all sections of the people will 
soon prove the real will of the Austrians.”’ 
Herr Schuschnigg’s approach to the 
Legitimists, though at the moment only 
in its initial stages, is the logical develop- 
ment of the Government’s policy during 
the last three months. 

By the Austro-German agreement on 
July llth the Legitimist movement, 
which was then strong, received a set- 
back. It was stopped by the Government 
to please the new, and, as was hoped, 
important -.ally Germany. Eventually, 
however, the agreement proved to a large 
extent a failure. 


A BID FOR POPULARITY 


Herr Schuschnigg saw that he had put 
aside a loyal supporter without getting any 
compensation for it. The recent dissolu- 
tion of Prince Starhemberg’s Heimweir, 
though technically an increase of Herr 
Schuschnigg’s power, created dissatisfac- 
tion in the country, and thus meant 
another loss of support for the Govern- 
ment among the people. 

If a real collaboration between the 
Government and Legitimist movement 
could be effected Herr Schuschnigg could 
claim to have behind him. a greater. mass 
of Austrians than ever before. 

The number of Legitimists in Austria is 
given by Monarchist headquarters as 


approximately 2,000,000. 
A VAST MEETING 


This morning Dr. Schuschnigg went to 
the Schmelz, the former impérial parade 
ground, to address the greatest political 
rally in the history of Austria. 

Standing on the top of a specially 
erected seventy feet high tower, he out- 
lined and defended his Government s 
licy to some 350,000 inhabitants of 
ienna and Lower Austria, members of 
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the official Fatherland Front, which is 
now, with the dissolution of the Heimwehr, 
the sole political factor in Austria. 
Austria’s new-found “‘ Dictator,’”’ plead- 
ing to the Austrian working classes to 
support him, declared: ‘‘ You and I all 
want the same thing.” It must be, he 
went on, the ultimate aim of his 
régime to supply every Austrian with 
work. 

“I coníess to an authoriative Guild 
State Constitution because [ know that is 
best,” said Dr. Schuschnigg, adding: 
“Those labourers who still talk about a 
class fight will be everywhere rejected.”’ 
But the Chancellor’s words — his 
promises of social improvement, cheaper 
coal and free milk for school children— 
met with little enthusiasm. The immense 
crowd, which had steod in a bitterly cold 
wind up to five hours waiting for him to 
speak, could not be persuaded to give up 
its stolid silence.

SHOCKS DURING THE 
NIGHT 


PEOPLE TAKE REFUGE 
ON CANALS

“VENICE, Sunday. 


ENICE had a narrow escape in the 
earthquake which shook the Vene- 
tian province early this morning. 

Although there were no victims in the 
city itself, firemen have been at work all 
day pulling down tottering chimneys, 
cornices and other parts of buildings that 
the earthquake rendered dangerous. One 
or two buildings have been shored up for 
protection. 

The total number of dead in the 
Venetian province is now given as twenty- 
three, but it is feared that there are many 
more not yet reported. Many people 
were seriously injured. é 

The time of the earthquake is officially 
given as twelve minutes past four this 
morning. It lasted for fifteen. seconds, 
the worst shock being of three . seconds 
duration. 

The disturbance was felt throughout 
almost the entire province, and especially 
in the towns of Belluno, Padua and 
Treviso. 

Earthquake shocks were: also felt this 
morning in Piedmont and the town of 
Biella, which suffered two bad shocks, one 
at 3.41 a.m. and a second at 6.30 a.m. 


CATHEDRAL SAFE 


The. mountainous district to the west of 
Biella felt the disturbance most. The 
worst shock at Biella was accompanied by 
a loud crash like thunder and the glass 
of several shop windows was broken. 

The earthquake was also felt at Aosta 
and Ivrea, in Piedmont. No damage was 
done to St. Mark’s Cathedral cr the 
Doge’s Palace. 

The citizens of Venice were awakene‘d 
by a crash of falling furniture, vases an.! 
ornaments in their rooms. The contents 
of their dressing-tables crashed to the 
floor. Some windows were smashed. The 
water of the canals splashed up on to the 
pavement. . 

At the same time the electric current 
failed and the city. was in darkness for 
nearly half an hour. All clocks. were 
stopped by the shock. 

Panic-stricken people rushed into th? 
streets fearing that their houses would 
fall. It was realised that the houses of 
Venice, oR built on piles, would fall 
more easily than those in other towns. 


ESCAPE BY CANDLELIGHT 


Babies were hurriedly snatched from 
cradles and taken out into the cold night. 

The streets outside were as full at 4.30 
am. as they are at mid-day. Many people 
took refuge in launches and gondolas and 
put out into the centre of the Grand Cana! 
to avoid falling masonry if a worse shock 
should follow. 

The windows of houses could be seen lit 
by candles as their occupants hurriedly 
put on cloaks or shawls before going out 
into the street. 

Fifteen of the victims were killed as 
they slept, when their houses collapsed 
upon them without warning. In the same 
village (Caneva di Sacile), where the 
shock was very severe, a number of. 
persons were injured. 

Red cross ambulances from neigh- 
bouring towns have been rushed to the 
spot to attend to the wounded. 


NO PANIC 


Speaking to Reuter over the long- 
distance telephone at 4.45 a.m., one of 
the staff of the Royal Danieli Hotel at 
Venice said: ‘‘ The shock woke every- 
body up, but there was no panic here. 
All the occupants of the hotel hurried 
downstairs and gathered in the lounge. 
No damage was done to the hotel.”’ 

At Conegliano, the birthplace of a 
famous fifteenth century painter, Cima de 
Conegliano, and a village noted for its 
wine, a part of the historic castle 
collapsed. So far as has been reported at 
present, one person was killed there, and 
six injured, two of them seriously. 

At Cordignano, two persons were 
seriously injured, and the church tower 
collapsed, while at Fregona the church 
and several cottages crumbled. 

Less serious damage is reported from 
various other towns and villages in the 
affected area. 


AVALANCHES 


The earthquake caused avalanches in the 
mountains near Belluno. 

At Vittorio Veneto, the scene of Italy’s 
victory at the end of the war, many houses. 
were so damaged that they had to be 
destroyed. 

Power stations near Venice were 
damaged, and electrical] flashes were seen 
coming from them during the earthquake. 


HUTTON PALACE SAFE 
The palace on the Grand Canal belong- 
ing to Barbara Hutton, the Woolworth 
heiress, and now Countess Haugwitz- 
Reventlow, was not affected by the earth- 
quake, Reuter was informed to-night. This 
palace has been unoccupied all the summer, 
except by a staff of servants. 

Experts will visit St. Mark’s early to- 
morrow morning to see if the fabric is 
damaged. The cathedral is at present 
undergoing repairs, and is covered with 
scaffolding. 

A resident at the Lido said to Reuter: 
“When the shock woke me up I went ta 
the window of my room, which is right 
over the Lagoon. In the dim light I could 
see the water seething and bubbling 
towards me in a great oncoming mass. 
The shaking house and the moving water 
made me feel that I would be completely 
engulfed. It was a frightening ex- 
perience.”’ :

For two years Deutsche Lufthansa has 


been operating a very successful service of 
flying-boats across the South Atlantic 
Ocean. Now, to compete with the services 


to be inaugurated by Great Britain 


(Imperial Airways) and the United States 
(Pan-American far yng the German 
company must s up her services. 

The caulaah way to do this would be to 
follow the English and American example, 
and use the most direct route between 
Europe and America—from Ireland to 
Newfoundland. Unable to use Galway 
Harbour (or any Irish base), because of 
the Free State’s previous commitments to 
the United Kingdom and other member- 
States of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, Deutsche Lufthansa must find 
some other means of re-fuelling machines 
before they make the long open sea 
crossing to the United States. A base in 
Francé is out of the question, in view of 
that country’s relations with Germany. 
Besides political reasons, France would 
also raise the objection that she herself is 
preparing to establish a Transatlantic air- 
way in competition with the British and 
American concerns. 


A WAY OUT 
Floating aerodromes—‘‘ seadromes '” as 
they have been already called in the 
United States—would a to be Ger- 
many’s way out of her Transatlantic air- 
way problem. Already Germany has had 


in the South Atlantic Ocean, where the 
two converted freight ships, Westfalen and 
Schwabenland, have been operating for 
some time. | 

The Schwabenland was in the news last 
week, when she catapulted the flying-boat 
ZZolus off on her way from Cape Breton, 
Nova Scotia, to the Azores after the 
machine had been refused permission to 
alight in Free State waters. \ 

These two ships have been fitted with 
special derricks for hoisting the fiying- 
boats out of the water. When the air- 
craft are taken on board they are re 
fuelled and then catapaulted into the air— 
the catapaulting assures the machine 
becoming airborne even when heavily laden 
with fuel. If the flying-boats, made heavy 
by the amount of fuel necessary for their 
flights, were to attempt to take-off in the 
broken waters of the Atlantic, they might 
be damaged; the launching by catapault 
obviates this risk. 


AMERICAN’S IDEA 
An American inventor named Armstrong 
designed a ‘‘ seadrome” on somewhat 
bolder lines some years ago. He visualised 
the machines on the Atlantic route as

“ seadrome ” was a large decked area, 
rather like the upper deck of an aircraft- 
carrier used by Great Britain and other 
nations. Beneath the deck, however, the 
‘‘ seadrome’s’’ resemblance to any sort of 
ship ended; they had specially designed 
tanks and pillars to make them remain 
steady even in an Atlantic storm. These 
were to be internationally owned and 
moored at intervals between New York 
and Europe, the nearest to land on this 
side of the Atlantic being a few hundred 
miles cff Cork. The aeroplanes on the 
service would land and refuel on the 
decks of these ‘‘ seadromes ' every two oF 
three hundred miles. 

To facilitate night-flying the “ sea- 
dromes ” were to be fitted with beacons 
and high-power radio stations. 

Nothing has been heard of the scheme 
on this side of the Atlantic for some time, 
but the use of converted freight ships by 
Carmany would appear to indicate that 
the ‘‘seadrome’”’ idea has been adapted 
to suit the special needs of flying-boats, 
at least as an experiemntal measure. . 


THE NORTH ATLANTIC 


Now Germany may develop her ‘‘ sea- 
dromes,'. and set them cruising in the 
North Atlantic to service and refuel the 
machines of Deutsche Lufthansa and keep 
them informed of meteorological condi- 
tions, By this method she would be able 
to dispense with any intermediate station 
between Germany and the United States. 

The Dornier type of flying-boat used by 
Germany already has proved itself on she 
South Atlantic, and Deutsche Lufthansa 
appear to be ready to go ahead on the 
North Atlantic, while the experimental 
flights of British and American machines

CONSECRATION SERMON 
The Rev. J. Conway, B.D., Carlow 


Coilege, who preached the Consecration Ser- 
vice, said that the Church was the very 
Body of Christ, and the heinousness of heresv 
and schism covsisted in the tearing asunder 
o¢ paralysing of the Body of Christ.

Touching on the authority of the bishops, 
Father Conway said that the teaching of the 
Bishop in the directly spiritual was in- 
disputably the authestic teaching 
Church, whether proposed infallibly or 
merely authoritatively. The individual 
hishop did not make that teaching; it came 
from our Lord, the Apostles, from the whole 
body of the Episcopate, from general 
councils, from the Pope. The individual 
bishop explained. preached, defended and 
applied that teaching For the genuine 
Catholic no question could be raised about 
it; its authority came from the Church itself, 
and the bishop was its authentic witness and 
official guardian. In the directly secular it 
was equally indisputaliie that the bishop had 
no more authority than his own personal 
ability and knowledge could command. Thus 
on the trend of market prices, the probable 
incidence of an election or a war, the com- 
parative merits of lezitimate constitutions, 
the people might listen to the bishop as they 
wuld to any capable person, but they might 
keep their own counsel, It was easy to mark out 
these two regions and qualify the magisterial 
authority which govecned (hein, but it was 
otherwise when they eame to the borderland, 
the area of contact, where spiritual and tem- 
poral metand might confliet., Eternal destinies 
hung on temporal issues, and loyalty to God 
was tested on a span of earth. The secular 
conld infringe, conflict with, and even under- 
mine the spiritual. The administration and 
distribution of property was a mixed matter. 
It affected obviously secular interests; it 
affected radically spiritual interests. In such 
mixed matters, be they questions' of educa- 
tion, socirlogy, or whe they would, the 

shop, as the exponent and defénder of the 
spiritual, not only might; but must, judge 
and rule on. any . secular matter when it 
affected directly the spiritual, and his sub- 
jects were bound to obey him. Unless this 
was so there was an end to their status as 
moral beings.

‘correspondents enthusiastic for this con- 
ception is Lord Baden-Powell, who has 
himself done so much through the Boy 
Scout movement to give the adventurous 
minds of children opportunities of expres- 
sion in ways of unquestioned benefit to 
their developing bodies. The secret of 
the world-wide success of this movement 
is that it gives its members an interest 
in what is good for them. Only in 
exceptional cases can human beings be 
induced by pure reason to exercise their 
muscles. It is fortunately true that the 
pursuit of physical fitness for its own 
sake is growing, and that. forms of 
exercise which do not appear very amusing 
in themselves no longer evoke a superior 
smile from those to whom they do not 
appeal. But the campaign now being 
planned by the Government will be 
judged by whether it can make general 
this. appreciation of the personal and 
national value of physica) fitness, and it 
can only do so if the means to fitness can 
be made interesting. 

There are signs that at least old 
prejudices against physical education are 
disappearing. The forthcoming campaign 
will not be new. .

CLEVELAND (OHIO), Sunday, 

A.woman and nineteen members of the 
crew of the dredger, Sand Merchant, have 
been drowned in Lake Erie during a gale. 
The woman was the wife of the mate. 

Seven persons were rescued after cling- 
ing to overturned lifeboats for ten hours. 
They state that their 252-feet long eraft, 
heavily laden with sand, was caught in a 
fifty miles per hour gale. She began ship- 
ping waves and listed badly. Suddenly 
she rolled over and plunged beneath the 
icy waters. 

Two of her lifeboats drifted clear. Some 
of the crew managed to reach them, and 
clung on by digging their finger-nails into 
the keels. The agony of cramp and ex- 
posure all through the night finally 
exhausted four of them. One by one they 
slipped off and disappeared.

In a match packed with excitement, Karl 
Schroeder, 22 years old Swedish player, de- 
feated Jean Borotra, holder, and seven times 
winner, in the final of the National Covered 
Court Champjonship at Queen’s Club, Lon- 
don, on Saturday, 8-6, 6-1, 9-7. - 

Schroeder, conqueror of H. W. Austin in 
the semi-final, thus confirmed his victory 
over Borotrd in the Swedish _ championshi 
early in the year, and established himself 
as one of the greatest players in the world 
on wood. ottfried von Cramm was 
another of his victims last winter. 

Such was pace at which Schroeder 
paved that, before the first set had ended, 

ro..a was a tired man. But the French- 
man put up a terrific battle. 


Both went up to the net at every oppor- 
tunity, and the ball was hit across the net 
on the volley at such speed that it was 


almost like a doubles match. 

Where Schroeder had the advantage was 

in the superiority of his ground strokes. 
They travelled very low, and Borotra had 
the greatest difficulty in reaching them. Some 
of the Frenchman’s backhand volleys were 
sparkling, but he found his avenues of a 
proach cut off too often to make it profitable 
for him to advance without considerable 
thought. Schroeder’s high Jobs were great, 
and they had the Aeciead effect of making 
Borotra run himself out. 
_ Each lost set points comparatively early 
in the opening set, which was very close up 
to 6-all. Schroeder pulled up magnificently 
in the thirteenth game to win it after 
Borotra had needed only one more point for 
the lead, and, with a smashing passing shot, 
took the set at 8-6. The second set was 
—— a procession. Borotra, foot-faulted 
and ill at ease with his driving, served three 
double faults in succession in the fourth 
game, and he went down. 6-1 

The turning point in the third set was in 
the eighth game. ‘Again Borotra needed 
but a point to lead 5-3. There was a 
terrific struggle, and he lost it for Schroe- 
evel at 4-all. Borotra led 6-5 
and very nearly captured Schroeder’s service 
for the set. He had not, however, the 
strength of his young opponent, who never 
once appeared tired. 

Senorita Anita Lizana (Chile) won her 
first English national title by defeating Miss 
Mary Hardwick in the women’s singles 
final, 6-3, 6-0. She gained her victory with 
surprising ease, and in the end was almost 
toying with her opponent.

A CENTENARY AND A 


FESTIVAL 

The Mariners’ Church, Kingstown, looked 
its best yesterday, when its interior’ was 
decorated with the season’s flowers and fruits 
for the Harvest Festival, which coincided 
with the celebration of the hundredth year 
of the church’s foundation. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, preaching at 
the Morning Service, said that they were 
observing that day with thanksgiving the 
centenary of the laying of the stone and the 
appointment of the first chaplain of what 
was known in the 1842 Act of Parliament 
relating to it as the “ Kingstown Episcopal 
Mariners’ Church.” ‘The church had not been 
actually completed until 1841 or 1842, or 
consecrated by Archbishop Whately until 
1843. The object of its building had been 
stated to be ‘‘for the resort of ‘seamen 
frequenting - or residing at the harbour 
of Kingstown, and to accommodate the 
increasing population of the parish of Monks- 
town.” 


The church owed its origin to the Rev. 
Frederick Fitzwilliam Trench, Rector of 
Cloughjordan, whose wife provided it with 
a modest endowment. Dr. Sinclair Brooke, 
first chaplain at the Mariners’, and father of 
the better-known Stopford Brooke, told them 
in his “ Recollections of the Irish Church '' 
that the district where the church rose was 
at that time ‘‘a wild common, a series of 
goat paths, bounded by loose stone walls, 
where donkeys brayed and geese cackled— 


the site on which men built, taking their 
materials from the grouna itself, and making 
ready for the town which their prevision 
assured them would one day be there. 

The Mariners’ Church has no pretensions 
to beauty Dr. Gregg added; but, lofty and 
ugly, it provided accommodation for as 
many as 1,400 persons. It was carefully laid 
down in the trust deed that the pews in the 
east and we , transepts—computed to contain 
one-third of the sittings in the church— 
should be open and free to the mariners and 
the poor. The circumstances which caused 
this church to bear its special name have 
largely passed away. The annual incursions 
from Devonshire and Cornwall no longer take 
place, officers and men of the Royal Navy 
claim no accommodation here to-day. It is 


population resident in the parish, But there 
still worship within its walls a good many 
who can look back to the days when the 
church was barely large enough, and when 
great preachers were heard here. 

There had been, said Dr. Gregg, a fine 
tradition of faituful ministries in that church 
and district. In the first forty years there 
were Brooke, who built the fabric and in 
whose time took place the devastating 
epidemic of 1849, and Windle, in whose time 
the tower and spire were erected. From 
1875 to 1895 there was W. E. Burroughs, a 
remarkably persuasive preacher; in his time 
the end wall was moved back and the chancel 
erected. In 1877 the church hall was also 
built. He was followed by Lindsey Darling 
(1895-1911), who was commemorated by the 
rose window facing the chancel. Of their 
three latest successors, who were still with 
them, he must not speak—Dean Kennedy, 
Canon Hughes, Canon Phemberiais. 

I would remind you, he concluded, that the 
maintenance of the parish falls upon a con- 
stituency steadily diminishing in numbers and 
wealth. I trust that in this centenary year 
a very liberal response will be made to the 
appeal on behalf of the Church Expenses 

und, on which falls the maintenance of this 
large fabric. Canon Chamberliain’s illness 
prevents him from being here to explain its 
needs and to commend it; but it will be a 
great encouragement to him, I know, to learn 
that the thank-offerings of the congregation 
testify to their determination to sustain the 
heavy responsibilities they have inherited.

FREE STATE MENTAL 
HOSPITALS 


A DECREASE IN ADMISSIONS 
The number df persons admitted to mental 
hospitals in the Free State during 1935 
shows, according to the weport of the inspec- 
tor-of Mental hospitals, a decrease of 256 to 
2,062 from the number of the previous year. 
decrease of 350 in the number of first 
admissions is also recorded m the report, and 
an increase of 94 in the number of re- 
admissions. 

At the end of 1935 thére were 10,751 males 
and 9,907 females in mental hospitals in the 
Free State, compared with 10,733 and 9,798 
for the year 1934. Of thése 89.6 per cent. 
were in the district and auxiliary mental 
hospitals, 4.7 per cent. in private hospitals, 
5.2 per cent. in Poor Law institutions, and 
0.5 per cent. in the State Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum. 

n the district and auxiliary hospitals the 
average daily number of residents was 18.489
